Mr Ferguson moved to take from the table the 
Senate concurrent resolution authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint delegates tothe World’s Fair; 
which was read as follows: 

Resotced, by the Senate, the Assembly concur- 
ring, That the Governor ie hereby authorized to 
appoint such number of delegates to the World’s 
exhibition at London as the State of California 
may be entitled to ; provided that such represen- 
tation shall incur no expense to the State. 

The petition presented by Mr. Ferguson in favor 
of the passage of the resolution, was also read. 
The petitioners represent that yaluable improye- 
ments and inventions for economizing labor have 
been made, and that it is desirable to forward 
speemmens of them to the Great Exihibition, and 
that their representatives may have the indorse- 
ment of an appointment by the Governor. They 
do not ask that it shall be any tax to the State, 
directly or remotely, learning with regret that the 
State has no fonds except the Swamp and Over- 
flowed Land Fund, which they, as miners, me- 
chanics, ete., could not in honor accept. An 
oficial indoreement would, they think, enable the 
delegates to learn of the inventions and improve- 
ments of other nations, not only in the peaceful 
arts, but in fire-atms and warlike improvements, 
which would enable the State hereafterto success- 
fally resist invasion 

The motion to take the resolution from the 
table was carried. 

Mr. Ferguson said he could add but Little to 
what had been said by these petitioners, who were 
mechanics and Directors of the State Agricultural 
Soclety. He could see no objection to the rero- 
lntion, and bat for the depleted condition of the 
treasury, he thouzhtit wonld not beunwise to send 
such an embassy at the expense of the State.

received It is, however, known that a sttong 
Federal fleet of gunboats is between Fort Pu- 
laski—~which is the main defensive work of the 
harbor—and the city. A land force of some 
twelve thousand men was also within striking 
diatance of Savannah. There ig a small fort 
called Jackson between Fort Pulaski and the 
city, but we do not suppose that will prove 
much of an obstacle when the fleet and land 
forces are ready to advance to the assault. 
Whenever the gunboats approach sufficiently 
near to be within shelling range, the people of 
the city will compel the military authorities to 
surrender, in order to save the city from de- 
struction. The capture of that city would 
prove a severe blow to the pride, prosperity, 
military prestige and power of the State of 
Georgia. Charleston appears to be left for 
future operations, From Burnside’a expedition 
we get no late news, though he 13 undoubtedly 
well employed. No mention, either, is made 
of Butlera expedition to Ship Island. At last 
accounts it was nearly ready to sail. 

The magnificent operations in the West ap- 
pear to absorb the public interest on the Atlan- 
tic side, to the exclusion of everything else. 
The capture of a huge fortification and fifteen 
thousand men is an event which in magnitude 
bas never been equalled on this continent. It 
was, too, a victory not cheaply won. For two 
days the rebels fought desperately, and being 
protected by batteries and earthworks, they 
were enabled to inflict a heavy losa upon the 
attacking force. Aa well fortified as they were, 
twenty thousand men ought to have made a 
desperate and a successful defense against an 
army of eighty thousand assailants, The 
Union forces did not reach fifty thou- 
sand, but they invested that fort with the 
determination of capturing it, and they did it. 
The dash and courage of the attack have never 
been excelled, and the fruits were a victory 
which will become famous in history, No 
braver or better soldiers exist than those fur- 
nished by the Western free States, Their sol- 
dierly qualities have been exhubited on every 
field where they have fought since the rebellion 
began its wicked career. Hundreds of the 
brave fellows meta soldier's death atthe assault 
on Fort Donelson, but they fell in the discharge 
of their duty to the country, and their memory 
mill be cherished while men are devoted to re- 
publican government and the Union of these 
States. The lesson of Fort Donelson will be 
deeply impressed upon the Southern mind. The 
boast go oft repeated by the braggart Southern 
pres3 that one Southern soldier was equal to 
four Northern will not be again published. 
Tne battles of Port Royal, Somerset, 
Roanoke Island, Fort Henry, and Fort 
Donelson have destroyed the prestige of the 
rebel army, and the evacuation of Bowling 
Green, Columbus and Springfield by the com- 
mands which were stationed at those points for 
their defense will go far towards demoral- 
izing it, 

On the 18th inst. about a thousand rebels 
were captured who were on their way to rein- 
force Fort Donelson. They had not heard of 
the surrender, It is also announced that the 
army under General Grant would be ready to 
move in a few days. The next move, it is 
presumed, will be on Nashville, by the united 
columns of Grant and Buell. The latter bas 
under his immediate command over 60,000 
men, and the other divisions in the State in- 
crease his force to something over 110,000. 
| The rebels have no means at Nashville to resist 
an army of 100,000 men, and the Federal Gen- 
erals in command cap concentrate on that city 
a force of 150,000 if necessary. The fate 
of the city is considered as settled, and it is 
atated that Senator Andrew Johnson will 
appear in Nashville to aid in organizing a loyal 
Provisional Government for Tennessee It is 
a'zo anticipated that Tennessee will have a full 
representation of loyal men in Congress before 
the month of March passes. The rumor that 
the rebel Governor Harris of Tennessee had 
ordered all his brother rebels to lay down their 
arms, ig probably an unreliable one, a3 he has 
been one of the rabid sort of rebels. He will 
be pretty sura to go South when the city of 
Nashville Us, The Federals can shell that city 
from the north of the Cumberland river as well as 
from the river. It will be compelled to capit- 
ulate if invested, or submit to be destroyed. 
After Nashville falls, the rebellion in Tennescee 
may be considered dead. New Orlears will be 
the next prize. 

A private dispatch was received in the city 
yesterday, that Price had been captured. It 
grew doubtless out of the fact that his son, 
Brigadier General Edward Price, had been taken 
prisoner, The latest advices, however, left 
General Curtis in close pursuit of the 
old General. He had taken quite a number of 
prisoners, and had followed Prce into Arkan- 
gas. Curtis was sixty-nine miles south of Spring- 
field, and was pressing on in hopes of coming 
up with the main body of the rebel army. As 
Price can obtain no more aid from Tennessee or 
from the Southern Confederacy, his army must 
disperze or surrender, 

In New Mexico it appears, by a former dis- 
pitch, that Colonel Conley was in pursuit of the 
Texan rebel, General Sibley, with 1,500 regu- 
lars and 2,000 volunteers from Teras. This is 
rather strange news, though it may be true that 
a portion of the Umon men of Texas have fled 
to New Mexico and there enrolled themselves 
under the stars and stripes. If there are so 
many Union men in arms under the old flag 
from Texas, it shows that a stronger Union feel- 
ing exists in that State than has generally been 
supposed. 

The firing of a Kentucky regiment into a 
brigade of friends during the attack on Fort 
Donelson was an unlucky and fatal affair to the 
unforcunate--men who fell by the bullets of 
friends instead of enemies. Such a blunder on 
the field of battle might have proved a fatal one. 
In this casé it produced a serious diversion in 
favor of the rebels, which they improved for a 
time quite successfully, Regular soldiers rarely 
make such mistakes, 


Tus Kexrucxy LEGISLATURE, —A highly im- 
portant bill has been introduced into this body, 
virtually dtafranchisicg Secessionists.

Where a voter 1s convicted of falsely taking 
this oath, he is to be fined $500 or imprisoned 
for a year. Other scctions of the bill provide 
that judges of elections ahall take the sameoath 
before entering upon the discharge of their du- 
ties, and that any “‘judicial or ministerial offi- 
sera of the Commonwesith ” who have violated 
We spirat shall be impeached and removed from 
office. The bill is at once just and bold, and 
fs Kentaaky Was ovan Bet tag het que 
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Congress, for the support of the Government in 
its exertions to put down an armed rebellion, 
apportioned to Californis, is $254,538 66%. 
Proviaion is made in the law of Congress to 
collect the aforesaid sum directly from the 
people of California, by means of Assessors 
and Collectors, provided the State does not 
make the collection herself. If done by State 
authority, fifteen per cent. is to be deducted 
from the sum collected, as a.compensation to 
the State. To avoid all necessity for the ap- 
pointment of a large number of United States 
tax gatherers in the State, and in accordance 
with the patriotic and loyal sentimenta of her 
people, the Legislature promptly and unani- 
mously passed a resolution notifying the Gen- 
eral Government that the State would assume 
her portion of the war tax, and pay the 
same into the United States Treasury. 
This vote truly represented the wishes of the 
people cf California, and the only question re- 
maining for settlement is ag to the manner in 
which the money shall be raised. Two modea 
aro proposed—by direct tax, and all collected 
in one year, or by bonds to be paid within ten 
years, tho latter to draw an interest of seven per 
cent. 

The Senate hag passed a bill by a strong 

majority to collect the $254,538 66; bya di 
rect tax on the property of the State, Under 
ordinary circumstances we should say that the 
policy adopted by the Senate ia a good one. It 
is the pay as you go policy, and ought not to be 
deviated from except in special cases and for 
special reasons, To the people of California 
the events of thia Winter present the special 
ease which should justify making this year an 
exception to the “pay as you go” rule, The 
floods which have devastated the State are ex- 
ceptions; none lke them have been 
experienced on this coast, so far as 
human evidence can ba relied upon, for some 
two hundred years. They have changed the 
face of the country; they have swept out of 
existence tens of millions of taxable property, 
and they have stripped thousands of families of 
all they possessed, leaving them with neithor 
means for support nor for paying taxes, The 
Howard Benevolent Society has reheved over 
six hundred destitute families in this city and 
adjoining country. Such cases of family desti- 
tution exist throughout the State; Sacramento 
and vicinity are not an exception to a general 
rule. No section of the Stata has entirely 
escaped, and hence the people in one portion 
are no better prepared to respond toa call to 
pay aheavy direct tax in 1862 than those in 
another. The labor and profits of from one to 
four years in a considerable portion of the State 
must be expended to restore the losses by water 
experienced this Winter. Therefore we argue 
that public burdens should be made as light 
as possible for several years to come. The 
willingness of the people to pay this war tax is 
unquestioned; if the Legislature resolves to 
raise this sum by direct tax, they will pay, if 
within their power; they will consider it as 
their mite cast into the treasury for the good 
cause and the old flag, but in spite of their 
patriotic efforts the delinquent list will be drawn 
out to a formidable length. 

Itis not the amount of this ‘particular tax 

which will weigh so heavily upon taxpavera ; 
neither is it the State tax, for our rate of State 
taxation has never been oppressively high; it 
is the county and municipal taxes which are 0 
oppressive upon the people. They are often 
twice, and sometimes three times the rata of 
the State—and in laying a tax for State and 
National revenue, these facts must force them- 
selves upon the minds of legislators. The 
aggregate of the direct taxes to be collected 
should be estimated, If the Legislature 
can so far introduce reforms into public 
expenditures as to reduce the direct expenses of 
the State in the present fiscal year, $254,553 66, 
then, we say, by all means collect that sum for 
the General Government by direct tax. But 
the course of the Legislature so far has pretty 
well destroyed all hope of retrenchment in the 
expenditures of the State Government. Hence 
we conclude that the people should be so far 
relieved this year as to provide that they may 
pay the $254,538 G6 in five or ten annual in- 
atalments, Thiscan be accomplished by issuing 
bonds to run not over ten years—five we should 
prefer—with provisions in the bill for paying 
interest, and establishing an annual amking 
fund which would retire the bonds within the 
time specified. The result to the Government 
will be the same; it is a mode of raising money 
for war purposes resorted to by moat of the 
loyal States, and situated as the people of Cali- 
fornia are, they will be fully justified in adopt- 
ing the bond policy. It is possible that a 
war tax may have to be levied on the 
States for several years in succession, to 
aid in paying the interest on the National public 
debt; but even bhould such a tax be deemed 
necessary, it will be much easier paid by the 
taxpayers of this State, with the addition of the 
instalments on the apportionment of this year, 
than a direct tax for the full amount can be 
during the coming Summer.

The works had been used by 
the rebels for manufacturing shot, shell, and 
other material of war. 

Our soldiers have bsen engaged to day bury- 
ing the dead on the battle field.

THR MEW OMARTAR AND THE ROHOOLA: 

Massa. Boross: An invitation having been 
extended for the discussion of the various pro- 
visions of the new city charter propcasd by the 
Committes of citizens who have recently been 
engaged in the work of its preparation, permit 
me to throw ont a few thoughts upon a subject 
which is justly regarded by many as of vast 
importance to the welfare and permanent pros- 
perity of the city. 

Of the various changes designed to be intro- 
duced into our city government, I propose to 
apezak of one only, and of that merely so far as 
it threatens to affect one of the prominent and 
essential interests of the community. From an 
early period in our history as a city, the public 
achools have occupied a large share of the at- 
tention of the people. A laudable solicitudes 
bas been manifested for their advancement, and 
supplies, liberal under the financial embarrass- 
ments which have beset us, have been furnished. 


Under all our difficulties no one has reriovaly 
intimated a design to injure their elliciency, 
or openly advocated the policy of distaurbmg 
their successful career. Doubtless nothing 18 
farther from the intention of the intelligent 
gentlemen composing the Committee than to 
propose any messure calculated to retard these 
ostitutions or detract from their pubis utility. 
They all, I doubt not, entertain the highest re- 
gard for their prosperity, and desire to ses the 
system under which they have hitherto existed 
maintained in its grestest practical efficiency ; 
yet it seems to me thatin their endeavor to 
provide for an economical government, they 

ave overlooked one of the most important 
provisions of the law regalating our present 
syatem of schools. The necessity of having a 
real, practical, enorgetic Acad of the school de- 

artment must be evident to every one at all 
Familiar with the mamagement of the schools. 
The duties devolving upon him appear to have 
been too lightly estimated by the Committee. 

Under the old system, a City Superintendent 
of Schoola was elected annually. He was the 
Prendent of the Board of Education; their 
agent in executing their will. He was required 
to grant permits for children desiring to attend 
upon the schools; to assist inthe examination 
of pupils seeking advancement; to report an- 
nually to the Board upon the condition of the 
schools, and generally to exercise over them a 
personal su ision. He received no salsry. 

Later the system was charged. The ofice of 
Buperintendent was discontinued, and a Secre- 
tary was required to be elected by the Board of 
Education from their own number, upon whom 
many of the duties of the Supermtendent de- 
volved. This system remained in force until 
January of the present year. Tha Secretary re- 
ceived a salary of six hundred dollars per an- 


nun, 

At the tast session of the Legislature the mode 
and time for the election of Sohool Directors 
were changed; the cflice of Secretary waz nom- 
inally discontinued, and a Suporinterden’ was 
authorizad to be elected to act as Secretary of 
the Board, and to perform the other detiea con- 
templated by the law as rnghtly pertaining to 
bis ofhce, This law, asjust atated, took effect 
in January last, and the system was inaugura- 
tad by the formation of the present Board of 
Directors, and by the election of the present 
incumbent of the Supermtendency. 

In consideration of the additional duties as- 
signed to him, the salary of the Superintendent 
was raised from $600 (that of the late Secre. 
tery), to $1,200 pes annum. ‘ 

Ona of the ostensible and most infinential 
reasons for tbig change wag that of the sbso- 
luto necessity of there bang one hoad of the 
Department, one general supervisor, one co t- 
Peles by law to look after and superintend the 

nteresta of tha schools. 

What are his duties? We have already man- 
tioned that of being the Seoretary ot the Board 
of Directors. In addition to this, ho toat- 
tend at his office to grant permitsto oll children 
seeking admission to the schools; he 1s to visit 
the schools, ascertain their wants, ond provido 
for them, in accordance with the orJar of the 
Board; he 2s to keep the accounts of the Board 
with those in their employ; and to exercise s 
general supervision over the schools, carrying 
into éxecution the resolutions adopted by the 
legally constituted achool authorities. 

This is no small task in a city contsining 
some twelve or Sfteen schools, with an arercge 
attendanca of seven or eight hundred pupils. 

Can the Mayor, with the mamfold and multi- 
farioua duties heaped upon him by the proposed 
Oharter, attend to thasa things? Are they not 
necessary duties? Would not thesystem suffer 
material damago wore they neglect2d ? f 

These, Messrs. Editors, are questions which 
it is important juat now calmly to consider. If 
is a matter of deep moment to the people of this 
city—to every one having a permanont home 
amongst us—to guard carefully the interesta of 
education, and not for the sake of s fow dollars, 
which will be scarcely felt, to overthrow a sys 
tem which, in ita main and substantial features, 
hag hitherto acted rell. 

Wo one at all familiar with ths working of our 
schools, the difficultics and annoyances attend- 
ing their spccesafal management, can aerioyaly 
beers they gan be adequately superintended 
sy ong who, howeyer aala gud patriotic, ig

Tur trial of Rev. Dr. Williams, for heresy, 
now before the Court of Arches, is attracting 
much attention in England. The sccused is 
one of the winters in Essays and Revietcs, and 
the indictments were to the effect “that the de- 
fendant had advisedly maintained and affirmed 
that in the books of the Old Testament, with 
the exception of one or two doubtful passages, 
there was no evidence of its being inspired, 
and no evidence of the prognostication of 
futura ns and events,” and that he dis- 
puted the doctrines of justification by baptism, 
and of atonement and propitiation by the 
Saviour.

Loss of Californian Mall Matter. 

In addition to the general pounding together 
of soaked and frosen mail matter from the 
West, I have to notice the entire loss 
of a considerable quantity of mail, in a creek 
about forty-five miles to tho sast of this place. 
Itis evor dangerous to credit firat ramors in 
this great country, for amall events not unfre- 
quently assume colossal proportions. I have 
therefore waited for a glance at the affidavit of 
the * Conductor” accompanying the reported 
lost mail. The staioment of Ely, the gentle- 
mau alluded to, when simmered down to decent 
proportions, is thata smell stream, ord'ngrily 
no impedimentin crogsing, became go suddenly 
awollen at the time of the passage of the mail 
atsge that, though the leaders went over with- 
ent difieulty, the current struck the wheel 
mules and coach, before the wheel mules 
crossed the stream, sud within one minuts from 
the time the leaders crossed, the stream had 
swollen soma six feet, which forced the leaders 
back into the stream and against the wheel 
mulos, and the current became ao atrong while 
mm this condition, that by its force the coach was 
upset and the mail sacks lost.’ There were 
fitteen sacks in all, ten of that number were re 
covered, the letter and two paper sacks were 
therefore loat. I do not know that Ely includes 
two sacks of Wells, Fargo & Co., in the three 
lonk sacks; butit is certain these were lost. 
The remainder of the affidavit is but details 
about caution, efforts to save, difficulties, etc. 
This occurred on the evening of the 11 thultimo, 
and as far as I can learn from an examination of 
Poet bills received here at that date, the unfor- 
tunate mail must have been that from Sacra- 
mento, January lat, sud from San Francisco of 
the previous day. Business mon, of course, 
wil csli into requisition duplicates, for though 
much may have been recovered from the water, 
ag stated, that elementis exceedingly destrac- 
tive to the impresaions of the pen. 

It is fair to accept the affidavit of Ely; but 
there is no grounds for hope that the loss has 
been any less than that at which he states it. 
The rush of water at the time swept every looge 
thing beforait, nearly drowned the mules, buried 
the stage in the sand and seriously injured one 
of the employes. \The Eastern company has 
had a vast amount of labor thrown uponits ex- 
tra expends account, for making roads, bridges, 
eic., and spparently have toed the responsibility 
handsomely.

Messrs Enrrons: As it hag been acttled by 
the Committee that cour bonds are not to be 
paid, and as our pecple generally have deter- 
mined that repudiation of gome kind—sither 
open, bold and defiant, as wag advocated during 
the December flood, or covert and circumlocn- 
tory, ag propozed in the new charfer—must be 
accomplished, 1¢ is well to consider whether the 
end aimed at cannot be accomplished and we at 
the same time gntisfy our creditors and escape 
the opprobrium of repudiation. Ere this the 
disasters and losses of Sacramento are known 
wherever there 19 the pozsibihty of g band heing 
held, and the holder feels assured that a city 


overwhelmed as we have been cannot promptly 
meet: her obligations, and therefore he ox- 
pects gome sort af gomponttion, hut he doaa 
“es antieipate that wo wil rtd him y legal 
chicanery, ona wo “MEreantile, undignified, 
and urmunicrpal-like speeok—“‘ iur, Dutchman : 
Long years ago some of our authoritied exceeded 
their powers, and issued sorip they had no right 
toisaue We knew 1t at the time, but as it was 
igsued to our own citizens fo bald levees and 
keep the wheels of government in motion, we 
didn’t say anything about 1t thon, buk now we 
wish to tell you tnat five dollars of that sorip is 
a comporent part of that one thousand dollar 
bond ycu hold, therefore we won’t pay you 
antil that five do'lara is segregated, and as we're 
going to take a long tme, two or three 
years probably, in determining whether 
that illegal five dollars is really m your 
one thoasand dollars, or in the one we sold 
to your neighbor, the Frenchman, and as we are 
along way off, and jatend tq pave divers forms 
and official cere monies to be gone through “be- 
fore we czu examine your bond af all, you 
might as well look upon it as lost, and make us 
a presont of it, but as you've been pretty clever 
when we needed money, and as we shall want 
some more from you goon te build our railroads 
and difches, eto, we'll give you $300 for your 
bond after awhile, say ten or twelve years, if 
we cans find anybody that will take leas. 
There, you needn’t talk sbout our impudence, 
and want of faith and honesty, and tell us you 
had made up your mind to compromise with us 
on a fair showing of our condition. We know 
all aboutit. We know that evenif the contract 
was originally diegal, s consideration was given 
for at, and that it hes s:n¢ge been ratified and çon- 
firmed time snd again by parpies both legislative 
and municipal, having the abihty to contract, and 
that 1f you choose to jusiat we must eventually 
pay, but as we’ve made up our minds to wrong 
you to the utmost we'll law you to the end.” 
Ys not this, m effect, the exact speech the 
charter makes to our creditors? Now, if, with 
a legs amount of money than we propose to ex- 
pend upon this bravado, we can retire our debt, 
and at the same time give astiafaction to our 
creditors, it should be done. And I think 2¢ 
can. Every capitalist in Europe, grest and 
small, is acquainted with the system of falling 
annuities. Itis the plan adopted by their own 
Governments, local suthorities, ‘and great 
corporations, when baukrupiey seems ap- 
proaching A mx percent. falling anruity should, 
and as goon ss holders were ‘satisfied of the 
certainty of the payments being promptly made, 
would be worth about seventy cente, but if it is 
only worth fifty cents, it certainly is a grest deal 
better for the bond holders than the com- 
pleated proposition whereby they are eventu- 
sly to receive thirty cents or legs; and ıt only 
requires s slate and pencil to show that this sya- 
tem will, without subjecting ourselves to the 
charge of chicanery and subterfuge with our 
creditors, cancel the whole of our debt with less 
money than it will tako to redesm three-quart- 
ers of it, if that much is found to belegal, under 
the bill; snd that too without taking into con- 
sideration the fact that under the proposed 
plan there is a point—that where a prorata di- 
vision of the interest money would giye the out- 
standing bonds more than ten per cent on the 
assumed value of $30—where all farther rə- 
demption must cease, excepting at greatly in- 
creased prices.

Shannon, and contended that it was unconstitu- 
tional and impossible to allow men elected to the 
Assembly for one year to hold office for two years. 

Mr. Bell said he would repeat that that particu- 
lar provision of the bill could only become law 
upon the adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ments providing for biennial sessions. Then it 
would be clearly, constitutional 

Mr. Wright said he agreed with Mr, Collins 
that there ‘was something behind all this <A 
United States Senator was to be chosen in 1863, 
and he believed it was the intention of membera 
supporting this bill to pring about an election of 
United Statea Senator this Winter. That, he be- 
lieved, was the rat or mouse behind the curtain, 
which would be brought iuto full view, provided 
this bill should become a law 

Mr Bell—Do you consider it a calamity to elect 
a United States Senator? 

Mr. Meyers said he would liketo scethe bill 
printed, but suggested that in the first place it be 
perfected by the Committee and then printed with 
the amendments, if any suggested by the Com 
mittee He should certainly be opposed to the 
provision for the Legislature to elect itself for an 
other year. Ho wanted the people to send to the 
Legislature men of their own choice. 

Mr Machin said ho was not prepared te discuss 
the merits of the bill, but wanted it printed be- 
cause it seemed to be very important. 

Mr. Avery agreed with Mr. Meyers that the bill 
ought to be perfected a8 much as possible before 
being printed, 

Mr. Machin said if it was first printed every 
member Would be abie to suggest amendments. 

Mr. Desn said tho b'll was certainly either a 
very wisc_or a very foolish one, but if the gentle- 
man from Alameda had really given birth to a 
monstrosity, he wanted to ses how it would look 
on paper. 

ag Hoag said he understood the bill to present 
the claim of this Legislature for a long term of 
office, and ho therefore suggested that the bill be 
referred to the Committce on Claims 

Mr. McCullough ssid he was opposed to the 
bill because he understood ít to be an attempt to 
legislate this Legislature into office for another 
year. That aecemed to him nonsensical There 
Was no provision in the proposed amendments of 
the Constitution declaring that the present mem- 
bers might hold over. 

Mr. Bell said thatprovision was inserted ım the 
Dill not from sublime respect to the present Leg- 
islature, but because of the absolute necessity 
that there should be no moment when, in ease 
of emergency, the Governor could not tall the 
Legislature together, He was compelled to put 
it in, although he felt unpleasant about it. 

Mr. McCullough insisted that it was sheer non- 
sense for them to undertake to legislate them- 
selves into office beyond the first Monday In Jan- 
uary 1563, when the term of office for which they 
were elected would expire. 

Mr. Benton raised a question of order, that it 
was notin order to discuss the merits of the bill 
on the motion to print it 

The Speaker pro tem. (Mr. Tilton of San Fran- 
cisco) decided that the motion to print opened the 
whole question. 

Mr. Benton appealed, but withdrew the appeal 

Mr. McCulloug proceeding) said he thought the 

entleman from Alameda‘had gone a little too far 

n hia anxiety to. be economical. He would be 
willing to dispense with any Legislature for the 
next five years if it could be done, but it was im- 
possible to come to any conclusion but that this 
pill was unconstitutional 

Mr Bigclaw demanded the previous question 
which was sustained, and on a division the motion 
to print was lost—ayes, 22; noes, 25. 


THE AVAR TAX—AGAIN. 

Mr. Shannon proposed the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and 
Means be reque to incorpate a capitation tax 
provision in the/Fedcral Tax Bill, 

Mr Shannon said he proposed to offer an amend- 
ment of that nature to the bll whon it should 
come up, and hb wished to save discussion then by 
getting the sense of the House now He believed 
there were from 30,000 to 50,000 persona in tho 
Stato who, h not- frecholders, would be 


or tho war 
them to collect from $50,000 to $100,600 of the 
amount at once. If there waa any way to get at 
it he would ike to amend the Constitution 80 as 
to compel cyery man that votes to pay his tax for 
the su por ofthe war. 

Mr. Watson moved a call of tho House Lost. 

Mr. Reed approved of the idea, aud said he would 
heartily concur in the proposition if 1t was finally 
determined to raise the monety by direct taxation 
But he doubted the practicability of raising the 
money in time by taxation, on account of the late 
great destruction of taxable property by flood, 
and the consequent depression of business If 
tho State was prosperous, fifteen or twenty years 
hence there would be four or five times the present 
amount of taxable property in the State, and for 
that reason ho was inclined to favor the scheme of 
raising the money by issuing bonds nt seven per 
cent, and allowing posterity to share the bur- 
theng of the present day. For that reason he 
would vote against.the resolution, although he 
had not fully considered the subject If it was 
decided to ralse the money by direct tax, how- 
ever, he knew of many men who would bo willing 
to volunteer to labor at $20 per month, and give 
one month’s wages fo the support of the Federal 
Government. 

Mr. Meyera suggested that there might be addi 
tional taxes next year, and we had better pay as 
we go rather than have them accumulating Be- 
aides, the Committea needed all the good sugges~ 
tions they could recelye, aud he hoped the resolu- 
tion would be adopted. 

The resolution was adopted. ` 

TIE WORLD'S HAIR AGAIN. 

Mr. Meyera moyed, in accordance with notice 
given yesterday, to reconsider the vote by which 
the House adopted Senate Concurrent Resolution 
No. 32, autborizin the Governor to appoint dele- 
gates to the World's Fair at London, and said his 
object was to amend the resolution so as_ to rec- 
ommend the appointment of the three men already 
selected by different aocletics. He thought it was 
due to them that the Legislature should recognize 
them in some way. 

Mr, Ferguson said the resolution gave the Gov- 
emor full power to appoint those gentlemen, if he 
saw fit, and if the friends of those gentlemen de- 
sired their appointment they could recommend 
them to the Governor. 

Mr. Benton advocated a reconsideration, and 
after some further discussion, the previous ques- 
tion was moved and sus ed. 

A division, on the motion to reconsider, re- 
sulted—ayes, 14; noes, 22—no quorum voting. 
Another division was had, but still there was no 
quorum, and the question was then put viva 
yoce, and the House refused to reconsider the 
vote. 

At five minutes before two o'clock r- m, the 
House adjourned.
